Lack of ‘Human Element’! 
Main Objection To Spring! 


(This is the second in a series of 10 articles designed to 
clarify in an objective and impartial manner the existing ‘“‘Chaf- 
fey Situation” in order to bring a better understanding of the »~ 
entire problem.

To make an evaluation of a man who for some 17 years 
has headed the Chaffey institutions is a difficult task for 
anyone to attempt alone. However, it is possible to collect 
from reputable sources some of the criticisms now being 
made against the present Chaffey superintendent.

Spring and the points which will be mentioned in today’s 
article were secured from interviews with representative 
teachers and civic leaders in both Upland and Ontario, who 
are strongly opposed to Mr. Spring. It may be well to 
mention at this time that the accomplishments and ‘good 
points” of Mr. Spring will be given equal treatment in articles 
to follow.

LACK OF "HUMAN ELEMENT’ MAIN 


COMPLAINT OF CHAFFEY TEACHERS — 


(Continued from Page 1) 
,, Proachable and that very often it is nearly impossible to 
discuss any matter of school interést with him personally. It 
must be taken through “regular channels,” some teachers 
complain and then it's never heard of again. It seems. ap- 
parent that many faculty members feel that a more friendly 
« relationship between them and the head of the school is es- 
sential for the harmonious blending of tedchers and adminis- 
tration towards one common goal—that of providing the best 
‘in education for students and as a result the development of 
even a better Chaffey. : 

} MORALE LOW 

That the morale of teachers at Chaffey as a whole is low 
» is quite obvious to even the most casual observer. Whether 
their arguments against the superintendent are justified or 
not is, of course, another question. We are not seeking here 
to pass judgement on the “situation” but merely reporting 

the conditions that do actually exist. 

But there are other accusations that are being heard daily 
against Mr. Spring, some openly. others quietly in the very 
» corridors at Chaffey. We don’t intend to publish all of them 

here for several reasons, the main one being that we have 
, no positive way of knowing that they are not based on mere 
rumor and half-truths and personal dislikes on the part of 
some faculty members. What we have pointed out above 
’ and will elaborate on further below do represent a general 
condition among Chaffey faculty members and are not iso- 
\ lated cases from disgruntled teachers. Any institution has 
few ‘of these on its payroll and no administrator, no matter

OTHER COMPLAINTS. 
However, there ase a few more complaints against the 
’ present ‘administration which are pretty general among the 
teachers. Except for one, which we will discuss in the article 
+ to follbw.. they are more of a minor nature and indirectly 
related to the alleged absence of the “human element” in 
the superintendent. Here they are: 

Using the merit system of rating teachers, Mr. Spring 
has been able to play “favorites,” discriminating against 
’ those who do not agree completely with him and rewarding 

those who pay “lip service” to his educational principles.

@ New teachers coming to Chaffey have been promistd 


a certain stipulated salary and when the time came to sign 

, their contracts, it was almost always $200 or $300 less. 
New ideas or proposals by teachers are not welcomed 
and as a result many members of the faculty have the feel- 
ing that Mr. Spriyg is not interested in educational advance- 
ment but in blind obedience to the patterns which he sets. 
' As stated before, the list above, all of them charges 
made by a good percentage of Chaffey teachers and not 
, this writer,gcould be further enlarged if every single com- 
plaint of every teacher in the Chaffey system were included.

of obligations already undertak- 
en, fidelity to pledges already 
given. Basic human frailties can. 
not be overcome by charter pro- 
visions alone, for they exist in 
the behavior of men and gov- 
ernments. : 


“The suggestion that a revised 
United Nations or some form of 
world government, should be 
achieved, if necessary, without 
those nations which would be 
unwilling to join, deserves spec- 
ial attention. 

“Such a procedure would prob- 
ably destroy the present United 
Nations organizations. The result 
would be a dispersal of the com- 
munity of nations, followed by 
the formation of rival military 
alliances and isolated groups of 
states. This result would weaken 
us and expose us to even great- 
er dangers from those who seek 
domination of other states.” 

Marshall said it is a funda- 


mental task both of the U.N. 
and of the United States “to dis- 
pel the misconceptions of the 


. Civilization and its relations with 


Russia, 

He recalled that the U.N. was 
founded originally on the theory 
that the great powers would Co- 
operate to preserve peace once 
it was created. That requirement 
for the success of the U.N. has 
not been realized, he said.
